On 15 September 3*000 NKPA troops in 75 trucks of U 0 S.* Soviet and 
Japanese manufacture were seen at Kum-ri (I29«ll*, 36-38) riding in the 
direction of Ulchin (129-21*, 37-00)* Ten of the trucks pulled gone of 
unknown size* The convoy included six jeeps and three U«S 0 weapons 
carriers* The convoy was followed by 1* large light tanks* 8 medium 
tanks* and 2 small tanks* 


The above troops were equipped with Soviet rifles, sub-machine guns, U*S 0 

carbines* and M~1 rifles and were dressed in new uniforms, caps and 

shoes o 


The troops consisted of remnants of the 15 and 1*8 Regiments* the 15 
Division* and the 57U Unit* These remnants were ordered from various 
battle areas and were gathered at Yongyang (129-06, 36~ijO) where they 
were supplied with new clothing* 


The majority of these troops were South Korean volunteers with an 
average of seven or eight NKPA veterans In each platoon*
